NURSERY TOLD TO 
KEEP IMPROVING

A NURSERY in Rowley Regis 
has been told it still needs 
to improve by Ofsted, after 
its quality of teaching was 
deemed as being below par. 

Rowley Owls Nursery, which is run 
by Rowley Hall Primary School, was 
ranked as requiring improvement in 
its latest inspection, although that is 
better than its previous rating of in¬ 
adequate, earlier this year. 

According to the most recent report, the nurs¬ 
ery requires improvement in meeting children’s 
needs, contributing to children’s wellbeing and 
effectiveness of leadership and management. 

Nursery bosses said they were pleased Ofsted 
recognised improvements had been made since 
the previous inspection and an action plan had 
been established to continue to improve. 

The report stated: “The quality of teaching 
is not consistently good. Children’s starting 
points are not always identified swiftly enough 
and activities are not always planned suffi¬ 
ciently well to ensure good levels of challenge. 

“Consequently, children are not always sup¬ 
ported to make as much progress as they can.” 

Leadership 

Inspectors said the leadership at the nursery 
had improved since their previous visit in Feb¬ 
ruary, with staff making ‘a concerted effort to 
address all of the weaknesses identified at the 
last inspection’. 

“Staff are largely well-qualified and receive 
some good quality training and coaching,” it 
stated. “This has led to some significant im¬ 
provements in the quality of teaching and care. 
Planning is not checked frequently or robustly 
enough by management to ensure consistently 
good quality teaching. Staff suitability checks 
are robust. However, checks on staffs ongoing 
performance are just being introduced.” 

The nursery’s strengths were highlighted as 
the fact ‘children in pre-school are inspired to 
practice and develop their emerging literacy 
skills’ and ‘improved hygiene and safety prac¬ 
tices are in place and these contribute to mak¬ 
ing sure children are kept safe and healthy’. 

Inspectors also praised the nursery’s ‘good 
partnership working with school staff and local 
authority support workers which has led to nu¬ 
merous improvements in care and learning’. 

Nicola Stanley, headteacher at Rowley Hall 
Primary School said: “We are pleased that Of¬ 
sted recognise that we are improving things at 
our Rowley Owls Nursery. Staff have worked 
really hard to make changes. We have an action 
plan in place to make further improvements.”

“We always dedicate it to someone, nor¬ 
mally someone who has passed away, but as 
it was about having fun we thought we would 


celebrate with someone who is still with us. 
Alf has probably had more fun in Tipton than 
anyone. He talked about how he used to go to 
cinemas and dances growing up.” 

Mr Hazel said Alf is well-liked in the com¬ 
munity, adding: “Everyone knows him, he’s a 
great ambassador for Tipton.” 

But it wasn’t all about the past. Sixteen- 
year-old karate student Daniel Cobbold was 
a special guest. The rising star won a bronze 
medal at the world championships in July. 
Mr Hazel said the day aimed to celebrate past 
achievements and future success.

Illegal cigarettes are 
found in shop raids 

MORE than 5,000 illegal cigarettes and a 
quantity of counterfeit hand-rolling tobacco 
was discovered when trading standards of¬ 
ficers swooped on two shops.

Officers used a 
sniffer dog to track down the cigarettes and 
tobacco which had been hidden in various 
places. Some items were even found be¬ 
hind a false panel within one of the shop’s 
tobacco display during the raids on Monday. 

Both traders are now being formally inves¬ 
tigated and face the risk of prosecution. 

One of the shops also faces losing its al¬ 
cohol licence.

£9m canalside creative 

village bid resurrected 


A MULTI-MILLION pound canal- 
side development which stalled 
over a lack of funding has been 
resurrected. 

Developers behind the plans to build 
a creative village that would trans¬ 
form a run-down area of Smethwick 
have confirmed they are going ahead 
with the £9 million development. 

New homes and commercial properties 
will be built in Rolfe Street. 

Complex Development Projects bosses 
originally hoped to start work this year but 
the development was plunged into doubt 
after a section of funding that had been 
awarded was ‘de-approved’. But bosses say 
they have now been promised funds from 
elsewhere and have vowed that the project 
will be bigger than initially thought. 

The company also revealed work would 
be able to begin early next year preparing 
the site using existing funding. 

Ian Harrabin, managing director of Com¬ 
plex Development Projects, said: “Follow¬ 
ing the withdrawal of some of the funding 
due to overspend elsewhere around nine 
months ago, we have been working on re¬ 
vised proposals for Rolfe Street. 

Demolition 

“Discussions are under way with fund¬ 
ing partners for a more ambitious change 
in the area which will be worked up over 
the next six months. But in the meantime, 
we are looking at starting some major dem¬ 
olition and enabling works early in the new 
year and also making a start on the new 
village, at the heart of the regeneration in 
the spring. 

“This will use existing funding that we 
still have in place, but the project needs to 
be re-appraised.” 

Pedestrian links will also be improved 
between the Rolfe Street railway station 
and Smethwick High Street. 

There will also be a series of works to 
improve the canal which leaders hope will 
attract businesses and people back into 
the area. The project aims to reverse the 
30-year decline of the area by overhauling 
much of the canal side. 

Council bosses have said that the ca¬ 
nalside redevelopment will complement 
the £42m Brindley Village II regeneration 
scheme that sits on the opposite side of the 
canal.

Funding call 
in order to

GROUPS across the Black Country with 
ideas to make their communities a bet¬ 
ter place to live can apply for funding. 

Charity the People’s Health Trust 
has just launched Active Communities 
in Sandwell, Dudley, Walsall and Wol¬ 
verhampton. Using money raised by 
HealthDesire through The Health Lot¬ 
tery, the independent charity is looking 
to invest in projects that support people 
living in the most disadvantaged neigh¬ 
bourhoods of the West Midlands. 

Active Communities is a funding 
programme for not-for-profit groups 
with an income of less than £350,000 a 
year, or an average of £350,000 over two 
years, seeking investment of between 
£5,000 and £50,000 for projects lasting 
up to two years. 

John Hume, chief executive of Peo¬ 
ple’s Health Trust, said: “We’re looking 
to support ideas designed and run by 
local people. Whether it’s a women’s vol¬ 
unteering group run by and for Bengali 
women; a computer skills support group 
run for and by older people; support 
for local people to become community 
organisers; or young people living with 
mental ill-health wishing to address ac¬ 
cess to work issues or discrimination, 
we’re interested to hear about it.” 

The trust is looking for small and 
local projects, designed and run by local 
people. They are also looking for great 
ideas from communities of interest, for 
example a group of people who have 
something in common and wish to come 
together to address something that is 
important to them. 

Argos look to 
take on nearly 
400 extra staff 

ARGOS is looking to recruit 377 season¬ 
al workers to work across its West Mid¬ 
lands stores this Christmas. 

The company wants 335 “customer 
helpers” to support Argos’ 30 stores in 
the area to meet customer demand for 
toys, video games, technology and other 
popular gifts over the festive season. 

In addition 42 drivers “with great cus¬ 
tomer service skills” are wanted to work 
as part of Argos’ store to customer door 
distribution service during the peak 
shopping season, which it expects to be 
highly popular with customers looking 
for same-day delivery. 

The retail chain said initial contracts 
for all vacancies were around three 
months, but held out the hope of some 
jobs becoming permanent at the end of 
the season where there were vacancies. 

Recruits will be offered a minimum of 
10 hours per week, with a minimum of 
six hours per week for weekend staff. 

The recruitment is part of a nation¬ 
wide hunt by Argos for 9,000 Christmas 
staff, with jobs available at stores across 
the UK, including more than 100 digital 
Argos stores. 

Across the West Midlands Argos has 
stores in Oldbury, Merry Hill, West Bro¬ 
mwich. 
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Police's bill 
for demos 
by groups 
tops £100k 

RIGHT wing protests have cost West 
Midlands Police more than £100,000 
in the space of two months, it has 
emerged. 

Almost 700 police officers and staff 
were pulled in from all areas of the 
force to manage the latest EDL march 
in Walsall in August and it cost just 
over £42,000. 

It comes after the bill came in at 
£60,000 for police to manage a simi¬ 
lar march by members of All Football 
Fans/Firms Against Islamisation (AF- 
FFAI) in Dudley in June. 

Around 200 supporters gathered in 
Walsall last month for the demonstra¬ 
tion, which led to nine arrests. 

The far-right group said they had 
come to Walsall ‘to expose problems 
brought about by Islamification’. 

A Freedom of Information request 
has now revealed that a total of 677 
police officers and staff were called 
in to help police the event, including 
more than 450 officers on the ground. 

West Midlands Police estimated 
that policing the protest cost the force 
£42,371, although said the figures 
were still being finalised. 

It amounts to around £10,000 for 
each hour protesters were gathered 
in the town. 

West Midlands Police spokeswoman 
Susan Brown said: “The costs do not 
include the cost of duty time staff 
posted to this event from other duties 
within the West Midlands. 

“This reduced cost is due to police 
officers having rest days cancelled for 
this event so effectively transferred to 
a duty time deployment.” 

New mortgage 
for first-timers

Bill for hospital staff 
sickness is above £9m 
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Hospital will offer 
help for redstart 

THE £350 million Midland Metropoli¬ 
tan Hospital will not only come to the 
aid of people but birds too after it was 
announced a habitat would be created 
for an endangered species. 

The black redstart is one of the 
UK’s rarest 
birds, with 
only around 40 
breeding pairs 
thought to be 
left. 

But bosses be¬ 
hind the super 
hospital, which 
is expected to 
open in 2018, 
will do their bit 
to help boost its 
fortunes follow¬ 
ing a sighting of the bird in the area. 

Landscape architects of the £350 
million hospital have consulted with 
wildlife expert Chris Parry, principal 
ecologist for Birmingham and Black 
Country Wildlife Trust, to ensure a 
habitat which would attract the black 
redstart, which is around the size of a 
robin, was incorporated into the final 
plan.

SICKNESS leave has cost a 
hospital trust more than £9 mil¬ 
lion so far this year - with boss¬ 
es branding the issue ( a serious 
concern’. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham 
NHS Trust’s current sickness ab¬ 
sence level of 4.91 per cent is nearly 
0.5 per cent higher than the national 
average and new plans have been set 
out to tackle the problem. 

The sick days are costing the trust mil¬ 
lions and if there are no improvements 
forthcoming, new ‘punitive measures both 
for managers and employees’ could be in¬ 
troduced, according to a report due to go 
before the trust board. 

Chiefs want to reduce sickness absence 
to 3.5 per cent by March 2016. The report 
states: “The trust’s sickness absence rates 
remain a serious concern and remains 
flagged as red on the Trust Risk Register. 
The 12-month rolling sickness absence 
level as at August 2015 is at 4.91 per cent 
- a tiny improvement from July which was 
4.92 per cent (0.01 per cent). 

Struggle 

“This small decrease still represents a 
saving of £200,000 on the annual cost of 
absence. This absence rate remains above 
the NHS national average.” 

While some departments - including 
community and therapies and imaging - 
have managed to reduce the number of 
sick days, other areas continue to strug¬ 
gle. Improvement is needed across the 
board, the report says. It adds: “Actions 
must be taken within groups to effectively 
manage absence and drive down sickness 
rates if we are to effectively tackle our 
staffing position. 

“There is no substitute for groups 
taking this seriously at a local level, and 
creating a culture of positive attendance, 
where sickness is the exception rather 
than the norm. If there are no improve¬ 
ments during September and October the 
Trust Board will consider further punitive 
measures both for managers and employ¬ 
ees - including consideration of a change 
to terms and conditions on sickness pay¬ 
ments.”

Nurse targeted ill to 
peddle her care firm

A NURSE visited dying patients 
on their doorstep to peddle her 
own care business. 

Swaran Chall accessed confidential 
medical records and then used the 
information to approach patients and 
promote her new company. 

Chall, who was on sick leave at the time, 
doorstepped the seriously and terminally 
ill, cold-called them and delivered advertis¬ 
ing leaflets to their homes. 

The community staff nurse visited the 
home of one West Bromwich couple twice 
trying to sell her wares. The wife got so 
upset, she reported her to the District 
Nurse Leader. Chall, aged 63, approached 
a total of seven vulnerable people in her 
promotion of Wisteria Home Care, which 
operates from a house in Lavender Close, 
Walsall. 

This week, a Nursing and Midwifery 
Council panel decided her fitness to prac¬ 
tise was currently impaired and issued a 
five-year caution order, stopping short of 
any suspension from the register. 

Telephoned 

The misconduct panel heard that Chall 
had been employed by Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospitals NHS Trust since 
August 1999 as a community staff nurse in 
West Bromwich. 

While on sick leave in July 2013, she ac¬ 
cessed the clinical records of patients who 
were unrelated to her current work. She 
then visited their homes, telephoned them 
and sent them adverts. This happened 
around the same time Wisteria Home Care 
was registered with the Care Quality Com¬ 
mission and Chall listed as the registered 
manager. 

The nurse admitted the allegations dur¬ 
ing the course of an internal investigation 
and was dismissed on grounds of gross mis¬ 
conduct at a disciplinary hearing in Febru¬ 
ary 2014. NMC panel chair, Gill Madden 
told her: “The panel was satisfied that 
none of your actions were driven by any 
intention to put patients at risk of harm, 
however your behaviour was deliberate, 
systematic and contrary to fundamental 
expectations of a registered nurse. 

“Your behaviour was a clear failure of 
your duty put patients first and to uphold 
the reputation of your profession at all 
times.” 


Shoppers in fight to save Morrisons

FURIOUS shoppers bat¬ 
tling to save a ‘lifeline’ Mor¬ 
risons shop have staged a 
protest at its entrance. 

Customers of the super¬ 
market in Pottery Road, 
Oldbury, say they would be 
left without a suitable alter¬ 
native should the closure go- 
ahead. It is one of 11 shops 
identified by the chain to be 
shut down across the coun¬ 
try after profits slumped. 

The protesters have been 
standing at the entrance 
asking for support and have 
added 1,000 signatures to a 
petition opposing the move. 

Michelle Fellows, of War- 
ley Hall Road, said elderly 
customers would be hit the 
hardest. “Around here we 
have an ageing population 
and with that is ailments 
and problems with mobil¬ 
ity,” she explained. 

Another protester, Mary 
Houghton, shops at Morri¬ 
sons three times each week 
and intends to drive to the 
chain’s HQ in Bradford to 
deliver the petition in per¬ 
son. “There has been abso¬ 
lutely no consultation for 
the community or the staff 
who work here,” she said. 

“The news was dumped 
on the staff the day before 
it was announced publicly. 
That is disgraceful. 

“The nearest big store is 
the Asda at Birchley Island 
which is more than a mile 
away. There is no direct bus 
route there.” Ward council¬ 
lor Bob Piper said: “I think 
it is quite clear from the 
number of signatures that 
the store is very popular.” 

A Morrisons spokesperson 
said: “We have looked ex¬ 
tremely carefully at whether 
our store in Oldbury can be 
turned around but unfortu¬ 
nately we cannot see a way 
of making it viable.” 


Armed raid 
at store for 
bottles and 
cans of drink 

THREE men raided a store armed 
with a hammer and two-foot machete 
- all for eight cans of lager and two 
bottles of wine. 

The robbers - all white and aged in 
their late teens to early 20s - walked 
into the Select & Save shop in North- 
field, Birmingham before producing 
the weapons and threatening a staff 
member. One stood guard by the 
entrance of the shop in Frankley 
Beeches Road with a large machete 
and an accomplice held a hammer 
over the shopkeeper’s head. 

A third attacker put two four-packs 
of Carling lager and two bottles of 
Paul Masson wine into a large or¬ 
ange holdall before all three fled. The 
machete-wielder is said to be around 
5ft 7ins tall with short brown hair; 
he was wearing a black bandana and 
large aviator style sunglasses. 

The second man was 5ft lOins tall 
and is shown on security cameras in 
a burgundy hooded top with a white 
‘Voi’ emblem on the front, while the 
accomplice with the holdall is seen 
wearing a black hooded top with a 
yellow line emblem on the chest. 

The raid took place at just before 
9.30pm on August 26. 

Dc Katie Morris from Birmingham 
South Police’s Investigation Team, 
said: “They’ve gone in armed with 
weapons but then quickly left with 
just a small amount of alcohol. This 
was a very frightening incident for the 
shop staff. I’d urge anyone who thinks 
they may recognise the men, or sus¬ 
pect they know who was responsible, 
to call me on the 101 number.” 

PDSA hospital 
site in new role 

A FORMER PDSA pet hospital has 
reopened as a donation centre for the 
charity’s shops situated across the 
West Midlands. 

The centre on Hagley Road in 
Quinton closed in July following the 
relocation to a new £1.8 milli on centre 
which is based on St Matthew’s Road 
in Oldbury. 

It has now been brought back into 
use and it is hoped it will bring in 
£3,500 a week through stock donated 
and sold in shops. 

The donation centre is manned by 
a number of volunteers and members 
of staff. 

As such, it has the capacity to re¬ 
ceive a wide range of items, including 
clothes, shoes, handbags and home- 
ware, which will then be distributed 
to its charity shops. 

Crackdown continues 
on yobs in town 

POLICE are continuing a crackdown 
on anti-social behaviour by yobs in 
Cradley Heath. After residents re¬ 
ported youths misbehaving on The 
Coppice and Codsall Road, officers 
have initiated extra patrols and

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Worker who 
plundered 
shop's safe 
locked up 

AN assistant manager with an un¬ 
blemished 22-year career in the retail 
trade is behind bars after plundering 
the safe of the shop where he worked. 

Narinder Kumar stole more than 
£6,000 to pay off loan sharks who 
were threatening him, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court was told. 

The married 39-year-old father of 
two had keys for the doors and safe at 
the Bright House shop in West Brom¬ 
wich High Street where he had been 
employed for three years. 

At the close of business on Sat¬ 
urday July 11, he took two money 
bags containing around £3,500 of the 
week’s takings from the safe which he 
handed over to the loan shark, who 
said it was not enough. 

So Kumar opened up the shop the 
following day and took another bag 
holding a further £2,500 to clear the 
debt leaving a further £7,500 un¬ 
touched in the safe, explained Mr 
Howard Searle, prosecuting. 

The assistant manager then admit¬ 
ted what he had done in a phone call 
to his boss who alerted police. 

Mr Shiva Misra, defending, said: 
“He has worked in the retail business 
for 22 years during which he had been 
a model employee who was in a posi¬ 
tion of responsibility.” 

Kumar from Hargreaves Street, 
East Park, Wolverhampton, who was 
of previous good character, pleaded 
guilty to theft and burglary and was 
jailed for 10 months. 

Judge Stephen Eyre QC told him: 
“You were in a position of significant 
trust and abused it.” 

Parking charges 
to remain same 

PARKING charges at the Sand well’s 
new super hospital are likely to be the 
same as other hospitals in the bor¬ 
ough, the boss of the trust which will 
run it has said. 

Toby Lewis, chief executive of the 
Sandwell and West Birmingham NHS 
Trust, came under pressure from 
councillors over parking charges at a 
meeting to discuss the new Midland 
Metropolitan Hospital, which is ex¬ 
pected to open in Smethwick in 2018. 

More than 1,700 parking spaces will 
be provided beneath the building but 
councillors wanted to know how much 
patients would have to pay. 

Hospital parking fees have been an 
emotive subject, with many West Mid¬ 
lands politicians calling for them to be 
reduced or scrapped. 

Farm set to be 
housing estate 

A FORMER working farm will be con¬ 
verted into homes Forge Farm in West 
Bromwich was put up for sale for 
£450,000 earlier this year. A section 
of the land will continue to be used for 
agricultural purposes. 


Home and park revamp to resume

A £5.2 MILLION project to restore a 
stately home and park, which ground 
to a halt after the contractor went 
into administration, will resume in 
October, it has been announced. 

Work will resume at Lightwoods 
House and Park, in Bearwood, on Oc¬ 
tober 12. Sandwell Council announced 
the Heritage Lottery Fund has now 
agreed to transfer the contract to new 
construction company HB&C. 

The council recently announced 
talks were taking place over the 
transfer and had hoped work would 
start again at the end of September. 


But it will instead resume around a 
fortnight later than expected. 

The new company has emerged 
from a management buyout of the 
previous contractor. Work on the 
scheme ground to a halt following the 
collapse of contractor Fairhurst Ward 
Abbots in June. 

Officials said preparations will take 
place next week before the actual 
work resumes on October 12. 

Because of the delay, the project is 
not now expected for completion until 
September and October next year. 

Deputy leader, councillor Steve 


Eling, said: “I think everyone was 
shocked and concerned when the 
work was forced to come to halt. 
When a contractor goes into admin¬ 
istration it can be a very complicated 
and lengthy process. However every¬ 
one has put a great deal of effort to 
get things going again so I am very 
pleased there is a now a start date in 
place for the work to resume. 

“That said we have still lost four 
months. We had hoped the work on 
the children’s play area would be com¬ 
pleted by the summer but obviously 
that is not going to happen now.” 


£350111 super hospital 
gets the green light 


THE £350 million super hospital - 
home to 670 beds and 15 operating 
theatres - has been given the green 
light to be built in Sandwell. 

The long-awaited Midland Metropoli¬ 
tan Hospital cleared its final hurdle last 
Wednesday after being backed by mem¬ 
bers of Sandwell Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee. 

The super hospital is expected to open in 
Grove Lane, Smethwick, in late 2018 and will 
serve more than half a million people living in 
Sandwell and West Birmingham. Construction 
is expected to begin in January. 

The creation of the Midland Metropolitan 
Hospital will bring emergency and healthcare 
services in Sandwell onto one location. 

The modern hospital features a glimmering 
glass roof, floating sculptures, futuristic light¬ 
ing and gardens for patients and visitors. Toby 
Lewis, chief executive of the Sandwell and 
West Birmingham NHS Trust, said: “This is a 
pivotal moment for the half million local peo¬ 
ple who will have access to this single specialist 
emergency hospital, with state-of-the-art facili¬ 
ties which will improve outcomes for patients. 

Contract 

“It is a strong go-ahead towards our contin¬ 
ued focus to offer truly integrated care for our 
communities. In December we will sign the 
contract with The Hospital Company and move 
to cut the first sod in early January.” 

Sandwell Council leader Darren Cooper said 
the new hospital would provide the borough 
with a major boost, bringing more jobs as well 
as improved healthcare. 

The new hospital will also have a number 
of innovative design features including a fully 
enclosed winter garden and car parking within 
the hospital building on the ground and first 
floors to create a secure environment. There 
will be a hi-tech critical care unit as well as 
dedicated neonatal, paediatric beds, coronary 
care, and adult acute assessment units. 

There will also be MRI and CT scanners 
along with ultrasound facilities and outpatient 
clinics for maternity care and children 

The arrival of a super hospital in Sandwell 
has been long awaited and it will open at least 
a decade after outline planning permission was 
first granted in 2008. The current Sandwell 
and City Hospital sites will continue to be used, 
although parts of them will be developed into 
housing once the super hospital is complete.

New Street 
is better - 
except as 
a station 


ON Friday, I took a day off work to see 
the revamped Birmingham New Street 
Station. 

From the outside I thought it a little 
underwhelming, to be brutally honest. 
Smart and business-like, certainly, but 
not architecturally imposing. More Lon¬ 
don Euston than the truly great stations 
such as King’s Cross or St Pancras. 

But indoors? Fantastic. A huge glass 
dome casts a pool of natural light on 
the hordes below. There is a huge range 
of shops to cater for every need and 
budget. Then, there is an excellent range 
of cafes and restaurants, and that nasty 
old pub has now been replaced by a hip 
and stylish bar. 

In short the new station is now a desti¬ 
nation in itself. 

There’s just one problem though. Once 
one has finished sipping Prosecco in the 
atrium, having perused the contents of 
the John Lewis list, and devoured the ex¬ 
quisite range of cakes and ice creams, it 
is down the same old escalator into the 
same old dark, cramped and crowded 
New Street below. The same old drab, 
depressing platforms, the same old dingy 
lighting, the same old New Street. 

The new station is better in every way 
than the old New Street, save for one 
aspect: being a railway station. On that 
score, it is still a big disappointment. 

■ ■■ 

LIKE most men, any visit to a retail es¬ 
tablishment must first be preceded with 
a battle plan, the aim being to avoid any 
unwanted conversation with sales assis¬ 
tants whatsoever. 

Chaps will know what I’m talking about; 
wait until other people enter the shop the 
same time as you do, move quickly but 
quietly, know what you are looking for 
before you go in, and don’t whatever you 
do, make eye contact with any young 
man in a sharp suit. 

Flowever, during my visit to New 
Street’s Grand Central last week, it ap¬ 
pears staff have come up with a cunning 
new ruse to combat us stealth shoppers. 
Now dressed in casual clothes, without 
any discernible identification, they min¬ 
gle with the shoppers and gently engage 
them in conversation. 

It also seems that some of the high¬ 
er-end retailers have stopped putting 
prices on their clothes. Presumably in 
the hope that people will ask a member 
of staff, and then feel obliged to pay the 
extortionately high price for fear of being 
thought of as rude or tight. Yeah, right.

Bins move hope for 
life without the knife

Hundreds of deadly weapons 
have been handed in after bins 
were put out across the region. 

ROB GOLLEDGE reports 


LIKE a terrifying piece of modern 
art, 406 deadly weapons are dis¬ 
played side by side for the first 
time. 

A serrated knuckleduster designed to 
maim victims, an intimidating 20-inch 
machete, and a fierce jigsaw blade are 
among the horrifying arsenal taken off 
the West Midlands streets in the past six 
months. 

“They live in a life of perceived fear,” says 
Mike Smith, founder of Word 4 Weapons, de¬ 
scribing those who surrendered the haul in 11 
deposit bins across Wolverhampton and Bir¬ 
mingham. 

The aim is to rid the streets of these lethal 
killers. But expectations are realistic. 

“In the Bible, it refers to people who live by 
the sword, end up dying the by the sword, and 
the same applies now,” he said. “Carrying a 
weapon does not save a life, it takes a life. The 
bins are not going to solve it alone. 

Surrendered 

“People have been killing each other since 
Cain and Abel and that is not going to stop 
overnight. But it is part of the puzzle.” 

There were 406 weapons surrendered in 
the latest cache. But more than 15,000 have 
been collected across the West Midlands and 
London by this pioneering voluntary scheme 
since 2009. Mr Smith added: “I started in 2007 
and the reason was that I saw so many young 
people lose their lives because of knives. We 
could never do this on our own. There is a lot 
of support from police, local authorities, and 
community organisations. 

“We go into schools and talk about the con¬ 
sequences of carrying a knife and what could 
happen. In schools pupils are taught maths 
and English, how to make a baby but not how 
to save lives. These are the things that made 


me feel we needed to do something. In the 
West Midlands the communities have been 
very engaged. They have asked for it and they 
have supported it. 

“Knife crime has been around for a long, 
long time. I grew up in 1960 and can remem¬ 
ber the skinheads, mods, rockers, punks, and 
teddy boys. They carried them around. In so¬ 
ciety we have a gang culture and territorial 
culture. If they knew the fact you are more 
likely to be injured or killed by carrying one 
they wouldn’t do it. 

“We have other influences out there such as 
TV and films. We can’t stop those influences 
but as parents and guardians we can teach and 
coach our children to separate reality from fic¬ 
tion. A lot of education has to start at home. 

“TV and films are dramatised. It feeds nega¬ 
tivity by glamorising. Look at James Bond; he 
shoots people, and sleeps with many beautiful 


women. We need to instil values in people so 
that they can separate fact from fiction. 

“The reality of being in a gang is not glam¬ 
orous. It is boring.” 

The perception of fear is something that is 
echoed by a top West Midlands police officer 
who works to clear knives and guns from the 
streets. Detective Constable Dave Webb said: 
“I work as a link between the community and 
the police. The scheme has helped establish 
trust with the local communities and from the 
number of knives and even fire arms depos¬ 
ited, the results speak for themselves. 

“There were more than 100 knives in one 
bin in Wolverhampton including a live fire¬ 
arm. It is all about trust and confidence but 
it is important that this is something that is 
run by the community. Why do people carry 
knives? It is about protection. Because one 
person has a knife, someone else thinks they 


need one. Each one of these lives represents a 
concerned mother or someone who has found 
a knife in their child’s room and has the trust 
and confidence to get rid of it safely. 

“They represent someone who has gone to 
school and had made that choice that they do 
not need it and surrendered it.” 

Knife crime has reduced from 4,116 inci¬ 
dents in 2002/03 to 1,555 last year. 

But that is still an average of four knife 
crimes a day across the Black Country and 
Birmingham. 

Community campaigner Desmond Jaddoo 
added: “I think a lot of it is peer pressure. 
They see others around them with knives and 
think they have to too. Others are poor and 
think the only way they can get what they 
want is to rob someone else.” 

In total, 406 items were last week emptied 
from the collection bins, including 104 in 
Whitmore Reans and 14 in Heath Town, both 
in Wolverhampton. 

The city will host the first Word 4 Weapons 
Community Awards at Molineux next month 
to recognise the contribution made by people 
to rid knives from the streets. 

West Midlands Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner David Jamieson said: “These are ordi¬ 
nary people who are coming together to get 
knives and weapons off our streets. 

“The numbers here may be shocking but it 
shows the bins are working. 

“Residents can be reassured that every ef¬ 
fort is being made to reduce knife crime. The 
figures are down by a third in the last decade 
and schemes like this with faith leaders and 
community figures is effective.” 

Deputy Police and Crime Commissioner 
Yvonne Mosquito said: “It is the community 
that has taken this action. Although looking 
at the number and sheer variety of the weap¬ 
ons is horrifying, this is good news. Each one 
of these knives is someone who has not been 
killed or stabbed. 

“There were people who were sceptical at 
the start of this project but getting these weap¬ 
ons off our streets is encouraging.” 

There are bins in Whitmore Reans, Heath 
Town, Sparkbrook, Edgbaston, Hockley, 
Lozells, Erdington, and Aston. 

Another bin is planned for the Sandwell 
area, likely to be in West Bromwich.

Baggies fans got a boost when 
a new zone specially created 
for them was officially opened.

THERE was more than one rea¬ 
son to get excited ahead of West 
Brom’s match against Southamp¬ 
ton recently, as the club’s new Fan 
Zone opened its doors for the first 
time.

Wolves colours - somewhat amusing. 

The 51-year-old said: “It is a great idea, it 
is an ideal spot next to the ground and will 
improve match day for all the fans. It makes a 
good pre-match build up. 

“It is great to see the kids getting involved 
and the atmosphere is very family orientated.” 

But he laughed: “They need to change 
the colours of the gold and black inflatables.

He added: “It is very busy here today, per¬ 
haps they should provide a few more tables 
and seating but it is great and I hope it is an 
ongoing thing.”

Having been coming to matches since he 
was a child, he added:” It is great to see some¬ 
thing for the kids to do too. When I was a kid, 
I enjoyed the match but didn’t like being stood 
in a pub for hours before kick off. 

“This has everything for all the family, well 
done to those who have set it up.” 

And ahead of the match Adrian Chiles joked: 
“I might go home now as Albion might surely 
spoil the day if I’m not careful. I might just 
come here and leave before kick off.” 

Southampton fan, Oscar Binns, aged 10, 
enjoyed the activities with his aunt Wendy 
Stokes. She said: “It’s a great idea and a great 
way to keep fans occupied before the game. 


“I hope it is something other clubs, includ¬ 
ing Southampton, consider setting up in the 
future. There is a really friendly atmosphere 
and it’s lovely that away fans are welcome 
too.” 

Fans also took to Twitter to praise the club’s 
new site. Chris Heath tweeted: “The WBA 
fanzone is quality. My boy met his hero Ben 
Foster and it was a superb way to build up to 
the game.” The fan zone was inspired by simi¬ 
lar ideas across the country, with a site set up 
outside Liverpool’s Anfield ground. 

In 2011, fans suggested turning The Haw¬ 
thorns public house into an archive celebrat¬ 
ing the side’s history. 

The pub has been derelict since 2009 and 
the club purchased it back in 2010 and re¬ 
vealed plans to transform it last November. 

Martin Swain, spokesman for the club said: 
“We are absolutely delighted. Fans are here in 
their masses and the sun is shining.”

Jason’s Great Wall trek on track to 
raise £10,000 for children’s hospital

AN intrepid father clocked up 
thousands of steps and near¬ 
ly 100 miles as he trekked 
along the Great Wall of China 
to raise cash for the hospital 
which cared for his son. 

Jason Addison, aged 44, has now 
returned from the challenge and 
is on course to smash his £10,000 
fundraising target - although 
more donations are still welcome. 

He covered the distance in just five 
days taking in sections of the wall at 
Beijing, Huangyahuan, Taipingzhai, 
Qiangjian, Shuichang and others. 

The cost of the trek has been self- 
funded so all of the money donated will 
be given to Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital Oncology Unit Ward 15. 

Mr Addison, who runs Addison 
Tyres, in Tipton, said it had been a 
remarkable experience - but admitted 
it had been tougher than expected. He 
said: “It is a breathtaking sight to look 
back and see the wall snaking back be¬ 
hind you. 

Challenge 

“The views are tremendous and it 
is an experience I will always remem¬ 
ber. However it was very tough going. 
Each step is so steep. One of the other 
people on the challenge had a device 
to measure how many steps she had 
taken. After four days it had reached 
96,000 steps.” 

Mr Addison, from Coseley, said his 
son, Scott, had leukaemia when he was 
four and was cared for at the hospital. 
He had three years of treatment. 

Mr Addison said his son was now 
in remission, was fit and well and will 
turn 21 later this year. 

He wanted to do something special 
to mark the occasion and decided to 
embark on the once-in-a-lifetime trek. 

Mr Addison said he was on course to 
achieve his £10,000 fundraising target 
but would welcome more donations 
from people who wanted to support 
the challenge.

HAVE you ever dreamed of 
owning a giant owl sculpture 
dressed as Ozzy Osborne?

Organised by the hospital and the 
Wild in Art group, the trail has proved 
a huge success, with thousands of peo¬ 
ple seeking out the owls through the 
city centre.

Nuns who inspired hit BBC series 
Call the Midwife are moving on 


THE nuns who inspired the 
BBC TV series Call The Mid¬ 
wife are selling their convent 
home in Birmingham and 
moving somewhere smaller. 

There are just five sisters now 
remaining in the Community of 
St John the Divine, living in the 
20-bedroom property in Alum 
Rock Road. 

The running costs for the property 
have become too great and the Angli¬ 
can Sisters, Christine Hoverd, Marga¬ 
ret Angela King, Elaine Knight, Ivy 
Patten and Shirley Hart, are hoping 
to continue their ministry by moving 
to smaller premises in Marston Green. 

The work of the sisters in London’s 
East End in the 1950s has become 
familiar to millions through Call The 
Midwife, based on the memoirs of one 
of their district midwives, Jennifer 
Worth. The Community of St John 
the Divine was founded in 1848 as a 
nursing sisterhood helping to estab¬ 
lish a modern system of nursing and 
midwifery with six sisters going to the 
Crimea to help Florence Nightingale.

Shirley Hart, Christine Hoverd, Elaine Knight, Ivy Patten and Margaret Angela King 


They continued their work in the 
tough East London areas of Poplar 
and Deptford. And when the National 
Health Service was founded in 1948 
they served alongside NHS doctors 
and midwives for several decades 
more. Sisters also worked in hospital 
in salaried posts. 

Their work in Deptford ended in 
1966 and in Poplar in 1978 and the 
community moved to their present 
house in Birmingham in 1976. The 
sisters describe Call The Midwife as a 
realistic look at how their life used to 
be, and the producer visited the com¬ 
munity in order to make sure what 
was being portrayed was spot on. 

The sisters no longer practice nurs¬ 
ing and midwifery with their ministry 
in Birmingham set up for the last 39 
years as a house of prayer and hospi¬ 
tality. But the Sisters still respond to 
the needs of the poor, now providing

food parcels for the needy and drop-in 
centre facility that saw 1,600 visitors 
to the house last year. 

Property agents CPBigwood were 
called in to handle the sale and, al¬ 
though the house has been kept in 
good condition, its running costs and 
maintenance has depended upon the 


sisters budgeting very carefully. Re¬ 
pairs to a crumbling 18th century 
chimney and the roof came to £20,000 
and have resulted in the decision to 
sell. There has been interest from 
another charitable group to use the 
house for inter-faith work both in the 
area and in the city.

Judith's journey from 
ITU to organ donation 


NHS HEROES 


ONCE again we focus some of 
our time on the quiet heroes of 
the NHS, from a wide variety of 
backgrounds doing a wide varie¬ 
ty of jobs. 

Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust is one 
of the Black Country’s largest 
NHS organisations. It employs 
7,500 people, many of whom live 
locally. Last year, the trust pro¬ 
vides care from 150 locations. 
This week we highlight: 

JUDITH MARTIN 
Specialist Nurse, 

Organ Donation 



POSSIBILY one of the hard¬ 
est jobs in nursing is that of 
the intensive care nurse. 

And for Judith Martin, a Spe¬ 
cialist Nurse Organ Donation 
(SNOD), intensive care is where 
she began her nursing story. 

Judith has spent her entire nursing 
career around intensive care patients, 
firstly caring for them before moving 
into specialist nursing in organ dona¬ 
tion where she has the opportunity to 
do what she loves most in nursing. 

“My background is in critical care, 
I was a nurse on ITU for around 13 
years and with that role you are often 
dealing with patients who are near 
the end of life or sadly have died. Very 
early on in my career I was drawn to 
looking after these people and their 
families. Making sure that they had 
the most dignified death possible is 
always key. 

“After observing a patient going 
through the organ donation process I 
knew that I wanted to follow that ca¬ 
reer path, which requires you to be in 
a senior role to be considered.” 

She is employed by NHSBT (NHS 
Blood and Transplant) as a specialist 
nurse for the Midlands Organ Do¬ 
nation Services Team. She works at 
Sandwell and West Birmingham Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Trust and travels across 
the region, when she is on call. 

“We can be referred patients from 
anywhere across the East and West 
Midlands who could be potential organ 
donors. We then go to the hospital and 
meet the families to provide them with 
information in order to enable them to 
consider organ donation on behalf of 
their loved one. Consent is key and 
many patients have already given their 
consent to organ donation in their life¬ 
time via the NHS Organ Donor Regis¬ 
ter or carrying a donor card. 

“My role is to discuss the process of 
organ donation with the family. Even 


if the patient is not on the register it is 
imperative that we offer every family 
this choice if organ donation is a pos¬ 
sibility. 

“Through our links with the re¬ 
cipient centres we then establish if 
there are any suitable recipients for 
the organs and arrange for the spe¬ 
cialist transplant surgeons to come to 
the hospital. When we aren’t dealing 
with patients, we are very busy with 
hospital development including audit, 
education and working on projects, 
such as the organ donor memorial at 
City Hospital.” Both Sandwell and 
City Hospital have memorials on their 
grounds which have been funded by 
SWBH Organ Donation Committee. 

“Myself and the Organ Donation 
Committee are very proud of both me¬ 
morials we have had installed within 
the Trust. The outdoor structure al¬ 
lows staff, relatives and the public to 
go and sit for a time of reflection. 

“We must not forget that without 


the generosity of the families who say 
yes to organ donation we would have 
so few organs for transplant available. 
That is why we have installed the me¬ 
morials at SWBH.” 

Judith is married with two children 
and uses her spare time to keep fit. 

“I try to keep fit by going to the gym 
and I like going out for a nice meal. 

“I love going on holiday. I have 
just completed a big road trip holiday 
to America. We started in New York 
where we rented a Harley Davidson 
and drove over 1000 miles to Chicago 
before flying to Toronto.” 

Judith is passionate about her job 
and would like to encourage everyone 
to consider signing up to the Organ 
Donation Register and discussing 
organ donation with their families. 
“Everyday people are dying waiting for 
a transplant. I would encourage any¬ 
one reading this to talk to their fami¬ 
lies about what they would want to do 
should they ever be in this position.”

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Jenny turns her life around with 
help from experts at leisure centre

A WEST Bromwich woman has lost 
more than five stone and eliminated 
her dependence on insulin following 
a complete lifestyle overhaul. 

Jenny Barclay, aged 45, weighed 
just over 15 stone stone but has now 
slimmed down to 10 stone. 

She achieved her goal after suc¬ 
cessfully combining much healthier 
eating habits at home with regu¬ 
lar classes and a bespoke gym pro¬ 
gramme at Portway Lifestyle Centre 
in Oldbury. 

Ms Barclay, who has learning 
difficulties, has struggled with her 
weight most of her adult life follow¬ 
ing health related issues. 

She suffered with diabetes for 


many years until recently she had to 
control it by injecting insulin once a 
day. 

Ms Barclay is looked after by her 
sister, Karen, on weekends and her 
niece, Jo, during the week. 

Karen Johnson spoke about how 
proud she was of her sister - as it 
has enabled her outlook on life to 
change too. 

She said: “Our mum used to care 
for Jenny and I guess she was old 
school, letting her eat whatever she 
wanted and not encouraging her to 
exercise because of her condition. 

“Jenny is a lot more confident and 
outgoing now, she helps out at home 
and even picks her own clothes, plus 


she loves going to Portway and the 
feeling of independence and achieve¬ 
ment it gives her.” 

A regular in the gym and sports 
hall at Portway, Ms Barclay has 
been helped by Sandwell Council’s 
Adult Services team based at the 
centre - who have introduced her 
to a host of fun sports classes for 
disabled visitors including cricket, 
tennis, and basketball. 

Ms Barclay added: “Coming to 
Portway has changed my life. I am 
much healthier and don’t need to in¬ 
ject insulin anymore. 

“I love all the classes and staff 
members Erica and Marie help me 
on the machines - it’s great.” 



Guarantees 
sought on 
cash to help 
Syrians flee 


REFUGEES fleeing Syria will not be accept¬ 
ed by at least two West Midlands councils 
without guarantees of funding from the Gov¬ 
ernment. 

Council leaders in Sandwell and Walsall have 
ruled out taking any of the 20,000 Syrian refugees 
due to come to the UK unless they receive more 
than the one year of funding guaranteed from the 


international aid budget. 

But Dudley Council has 
revealed it will take 20 ref¬ 
ugee families while Wolver¬ 
hampton council has said it 
is working on a plan to ac¬ 
cept around 20 people. Syr¬ 
ian refugees will be funded 
by central government out 
of the international aid 
budget but it is only guaran¬ 
teed for a year. It is not clear 
who will foot the bill for an¬ 
yone who has not been given 
leave to remain after that. 

Destitute 

There were calls for the 
Government to redraw its 
‘dispersal’ areas for ‘sup¬ 
ported’ asylum seekers after 
official figures revealed the 
Black Country has hundreds 
more than Birmingham 
while most of Shropshire 
has none and there are 
only four living in Cannock 
Chase. 

‘Supported’ asylum seek¬ 
ers are those in receipt of 
public funds who would oth¬ 
erwise be destitute because 
they cannot work while 
their application to stay in 
the country is processed. 
Sandwell alone has 695 
while Wolverhampton has 
645, Walsall has 234 and 
Dudley has 226. 

These figures account for 
all supported asylum seek-

ers, not Syrian refugees 
currently arriving on the 
shores of Greece and other 
European countries, many 
of them travelling by dinghy 
and risking their lives. 

Wolverhampton council 
leader Councillor Roger 
Lawrence, said: “Metropoli¬ 
tan boroughs have been des¬ 
ignated as dispersal areas by 
the Home Office. 

“We are arguing that the 
Government should des¬ 
ignate other areas in the 
West Midlands as dispersal 
areas. These are not people 
funded in any way by local 
authorities. They are funded 
entirely by the Home Office. 
They are housed in the pri¬ 
vate sector. Often we do not 
know where they are.” 

Sandwell Council’s leader 
Darren Cooper has informed 
the Home Office that his 
borough will not take any 
Syrian refugees ‘as it cur¬ 
rently stands’. 

Warley MP John Spellar, 
who obtained the figures in 
a Parliamentary question, 
said: “The Government has 
been taking money away 
from councils who have 
been doing more than their 
fair share. I very much agree 
with Sandwell Council.” 


Shisha lounge bid 
for windows base 


A SHISHA smoking lounge will open at the site of a former 
window manufacturers in Smethwick under plans which 
will see the creation of seven jobs. 

Developer Mahad Mohamed has submitted plans for the 
venue, called the Raaha Lounge. The application is for a 
change of use for the site to be used as a smoking club. 

Plans revealed that an entrance canopy will be posi¬ 
tioned to front of the building and single storey extension 
to side of the site in Downing Street. Five full time and two 
part time job positions will be created, under the plans. 

A car park will be retained with spaces for 15 cars, four 
motorcycles alongside two disability spaces and a cycle 
park. A decision on granting approval will be taken by 
Sandwell Council’s planning department in the coming 
weeks.

National Grid started 
work at the 20-acre James 
Bridge site near Darlaston 
in April and one holder, 
12m high and 70m wide, 
has all but been razed to the 
ground. 

Once demolition of the 
second gas holder - which 
can be seen between junc¬ 
tions nine at Wednesbury 
and 10 in Walsall - is com¬ 
plete it will help free up land 
for the Black Country enter¬ 
prise zone. 

Walsall Council gave ap¬ 
proval for the removal of the 
redundant gas holders last 
year. Since then, National 
Grid’s team of contractors 
from Birmingham-based 
Coleman and Company, 
have removed water and de¬ 
bris from inside the unused 
structures in preparation 
for their dismantling. 

Each gas holder was made 
up of five walled layers of 
metal. Contractors have 
dismantled more than 90 
per cent of the first struc¬ 
ture near Darlaston Road, 


with only the base plate left 
to remove. 

Work to dismantle the 
second holder, which is vis¬ 
ible from the M6, will begin 
within the next few weeks. 

Councillor Adrian An¬ 
drew, deputy leader for 
Walsall Council said: “De¬ 
molishing the gas holders is 
an important step to bring 
this redundant land back 
into use. The site has the 
potential to create hundreds 
of jobs for local people. It’s 
just one element of our mas¬ 
sive programme of regener¬ 
ation.” 

Thousands of new jobs are 
poised to be created by using 
the land for regeneration. 

Tom Westley, Black 
Country LEP Board lead for 
the enterprise zone, said: 
“Economic growth and job 
creation is our number one 
priority and sites like James 
Bridge are at the forefront 
of this effort.”

prose, live theatre and care to drop out the 
odd Shakespeare quote then you’ll be spoilt 
rotten here. 

The Shakespeare Birthplace Trust runs 
a number of Tudor homes linked to the 
Bard, transporting visitors back to the 16th 
century. The most popular is, of course, the 
Birthplace museum, the family home where 
following his birth in April 1564 he was 
raised in a time when the town was gripped 
by the bubonic plague. 

It’s known that, at the age of 18, William 
lived at the house in Henley Street for a 
time with his new bride Anne Hathaway 
who was already three months pregnant. 

There are traditional English gardens 
behind the house and here you can often 
catch ad hoc performances by actors who 
take requests. On a sunny afternoon I wiled 
away some time watching these casual per¬ 
formances. 

Also very popular is Anne Hathaway’s 
Cottage in a small wooded valley on the out¬ 
skirts of the town. The former farmhouse 
feels fixed in time and includes some orig¬ 


inal artefacts from the Hathaway’s family 
home. In nearby Wilmcote is Mary Arden’s 
farm. Mary was Shakespeare’s mother and 
she inherited the farm. Here there are na¬ 
ture trails, archery, falconry and animals as 
well as an adventure playground. 

No visitor to Stratford could fail to spot 
the imposing Royal Shakespeare Theatre 
overlooking the river. In fact, the RSC owns 
a large swathe of the town from the thea¬ 
tre right up to the Holy Trinity Church. To 
watch a show here is to see Shakespeare 
at it’s finest. The actors are of the highest 
calibre and no production is ever the same. 

Impressive 

But if you don’t have time to watch a pro¬ 
duction or think theatre is Much Ado About 
Nothing, it’s worth joining one of the be¬ 
hind-the-scenes tours, offering a chance to 
sit inside the impressive theatre and hear of 
its recent transformation. You also get to go 
into wardrobe, the ‘control room’, see the 
dressing rooms, and some of the exquisite 
costumes and learn some of the technical 
secrets such as the truth about David Ten¬ 
nant’s hair in Richard II. 

Stratford itself still follows a medieval 


grid pattern of streets and it’s easy to nav¬ 
igate. However, a lovely way to view the 
town from a different angle is along the 
River Avon be it via a rowing boat, motor- 
boat, canoe or punt. We enjoyed a 40-min¬ 
ute river cruise thanks to Avon Boating. 

Everywhere you turn in Stratford there 
are historic buildings but if you want to re¬ 
ally submerge yourself in the experience I 
recommend the four-star Macdonald Alves- 
ton Manor Hotel, just minutes from the 
town but offering an oasis of tranquillity. 

Stratford offers a range of restaurants 
to suit every budget from a Marco Pierre 
White to Wetherspoons, but you would be 
missing out on a real treat if you didn’t 
dine at the hotel’s award-winning Manor 
Restaurant. 

If you are looking for something to do 
with the children there are several attrac¬ 
tions such as Tudor World, ghost walks, or 
the Butterfly Farm. 

Should you have time to spare there are 
a host of shops in the town from high street 
stores, to more exclusive names and some 
unique businesses. So the question now is 
not ‘to be in Stratford or not to be’ - rather 
when will we be there again?

Taking a fascinating 
look behind the scenes 


W hen Wayne Rooney blasted 
home a penalty past Swiss 
keeper Yann Sommer in 
England’s 2-0 European Qualifying 
win at Wembley last month, it marked 
a milestone in the career of the 
29-year-old England captain. 

It was Rooney’s 50th goal for his 
country and saw him overtake Sir 
Bobby Charlton’s record to become 
the national team’s all-time top scorer. 

Now, to mark the achievement the 
Manchester United striker has given 
cameras unique access to his life and 
family, including wife Coleen, their 
sons Kai and Klay, and all four of the 
boys’ grandparents. 

“I have been approached many 
times about allowing the cameras into 
our lives and always said no,” Rooney 
says. 

“But now seems the right time. This 
film is not just about my goals, it’s 
about the people I care about the 
most, my team mates, the people 
closest to me but most importantly, my 
family.” 

The film, presented by Gary Lineker, 
takes Rooney back to the housing 


estates in Merseyside where he grew 
up as an Everton fan. 

Born in Croxteth, Liverpool, Rooney 
began playing for Liverpool 
Schoolboys and Copplehouse boys’ 
club in the local Walton and Kirkdale 
junior league, before being spotted by 
Everton scout Bob Pendleton. 

Rooney joined Everton aged nine, 
and was mascot for Toffees in the 
Merseyside derby as an 11-year-old. 

Then on 19 October 2002, five days 
before his 17th birthday, Rooney 
scored the winner against Arsenal to 
end the Gunners’ 30-match unbeaten 
run, and make his the youngest 
goalscorer in Premier League history. 

Rooney also became the youngest 
player to play for England when he 
earned his first cap in a friendly 
against Australia in 2003 aged 17 
years and 111 days, and since then 
Rooney has continued to shine for 
club and country. 

But despite spending his footballing 
career in the spotlight, Rooney has 
mostly attempted to keep his private 
life - with a few highly publicised 
exceptions. 


However, Lineker, who is now third 
behind Rooney in the list of England 
scorers with 48, says: “I think that our 
film will allow the public to discover 
the real Wayne Rooney. 

“It’s been great spending time with 
him and the whole Rooney family. 
Remember also that Wayne is still 
only 29, he could push this record 
considerably higher yet.” 

Following his journey from humble 
beginnings to bona fide world-class 
footballer and record-breaker, this 
exclusive film promises to show 
Wayne’s world off the pitch.

Mondeo man 

moves on up

This year saw the arrival of the 
new Ford Mondeo, a car which 
has been around for a consider¬ 
able time, but has now received 
a huge makeover with Ford’s at¬ 
tempts to take it more upmarket 
- to perhaps attack the Audi A4 
and BMW3 Series buyers. 

It has a purpose in its design and 
does make a statement. The huge 
front grille area leaves no one in any 
doubt that this is the new Mondeo. 

The interior of the vehicle was one of a 
well-honed, purpose-built package that 
does all it should do, nothing exciting, 
nothing to overwhelm you. The quality 
of the materials and the fittings all tick the 
relevant boxes because, after all, this is a 
Ford. 

The wonderful eight-inch sync2 info¬ 
tainment system is a delight and full of 
features. It had one feature that I had not 
come across before, my phone beeped 
when I was in a car park and I was able to 
read the text message on the screen. The 
system also allowed you to set the climate 
control and adjust music or to utilise the 
satnav system. However, I did find on oc¬ 
casions that I had to tap the screen some¬ 
what severely to make it respond. 


The amount of interior space is incredi¬ 
ble. It seats five adults with ease, and the 
amount of room in the boot is absolutely 
superb, swallowing two full-size profession¬ 
al golf bags and trollies, and a suitcase as 
well. I believe it would be possible to actu¬ 
ally sleep in the boot if you are camping fa¬ 
natic, it is so big. 

One feature that the cabin had was ample 
storage space and drink and cup holders. 

Boon 

My particular car had the £450 option 
of park assist and this has to be seen and 
tried to be believed. You drive along, press 
a button, the car spots a space on the left- 
hand side, tells you when to stop, engage 
reverse, take your hands off the steering 
wheel, and then just let the vehicle ma¬ 
noeuvre itself in to a parking space while 
you control the clutch and accelerator. It is 
an absolute boon, especially for those who 
do struggle with parallel parking. 

There is a choice of five engines includ¬ 
ing a diminutive 1.1-litre Eco Boost. My par¬ 
ticular derivative on test had an entry level 
115ps 1.6-litre diesel engine which was 
somewhat lethargic - it really did need to 
be worked hard to get any performance. 
Although I have driven for many years I did 
stall it a few times in first gear, such was the 
gearing ratio. 

Out on the open road it trundled along 
but the gearing again has been done for 
economy, fifth and sixth were an utter waste 


of time unless you were doing at least 
50mph. The six-speed manual gearbox 
was smooth and it was a delight to oper¬ 
ate it but I feel for me a bigger engine was 
needed because after all the Mondeo is a 
big car. 

The economics of this vehicle are excel¬ 
lent, with just 94g/km of C02 the tax bill 
will be zero. 

Ford claim outlandish fuel figures which 
I won’t even quote, suffice to say during my 
time with the vehicle and limited mileage, I 
achieved 50mpg around town and no long 
runs were entertained. 

The Zetec is effectively an entry level 
but it came with 16in alloy wheels, power 
folding door mirrors, front fog lamps and 
an excellent DAB audio system. I particu¬ 
larly do like Ford’s quick-clear heated front 
windscreen. A lot of other equipment is in¬ 
cluded as standard. 

There is a lot to like about the new 
Mondeo, especially the improved exterior 
looks, but the winning factor for me is the 
interior space, not only in the cabin but in 
the boot. It really is a huge vehicle and if 
you have a family or four or five adults that 
travel together regularly it just has to be 
worth a look. 

The derivative that I had on test had an 
on-the-road price of £22,095. Being a white 
vehicle, Ford decided to charge an extra 
£250, the navigational touchscreen system 
added £300. But the brilliant park assist 
system at £450, I think is a snip.

There’s a great number of new things on the 
horizon for Aston Martin; a new Bond film, a 
new generation of cars and a new partner¬ 
ship with AMG, all of which are brimming 
with promise for the British manufacturer. 

These things are still to come however, and in the 
meantime, the car that began the Aston Martin rival 
has been refreshed. 

This GT version is the final hurrah for the DB9, the VI2 
grand tourer that has best encapsulated the notion of a 
modern Aston Martin in the 21st Century. The GT receives 
unique alloy wheels, black detailing to the front and rear aer¬ 
odynamic elements, black brake callipers and detail chang¬ 
es to the head and tail lights. The long-serving 6.0-litre en¬ 
gine gets a power boost too. 

Given its age it is remarkable how little the DB9’s shape 
has changed over the last decade, but that is a testament 
to just how pretty it was in the first place. The subtle en¬ 
hancements of this GT version are just that; welcome, but 
just fresh icing on a delicious cake. The black-finished 
front splitter and rear diffuser are nice touches and the new 
wheels are a delight. 

Those looks are still guaranteed to turn heads, which is 
part of the reason it has such a fantastic image. British, styl¬ 
ish and relatively discreet - just like a certain secret agent. 

The DB9 is better than it used to be in this respect, al¬ 
though it’s best suited to two adults with the possible occa¬ 
sional inclusion of a pair of small children. 

Occasion 

It’s a grand tourer in the traditional sense, so there’s an 
intimate cabin for the two up front and 155 litres of space for 
your weekend luggage in the boot, and use the rear seats 
for odds and ends. 

The latest infotainment upgrade is a welcome addition 
too, with better responses and more features than before. 

The DB9 GT isn’t just a high performance grand tourer, it 
is a car that delivers a genuine sense of occasion. Sliding 
behind the wheel into the beautifully finished cabin makes 
you feel special; firing up the VI2 engine confirms it. 

Driven sensibly, the DB9 GT is low effort and comfortable. 
The ride is well judged, keeping everything level and stable 
but filtering out road pimples, while the automatic gearbox 
marshals the huge amount of torque on offer. Squeeze the 
accelerator gently and there’s a seemingly infinite amount of 
urge available, all delivered without any fuss. 

Really press on and the DB9 GT is ready to play. It’s a 
relatively big car but there’s three damper settings and three 
for the stability control too, and should you be feeling brave 
and talented, it will play the hooligan. As fast (if not faster) 
than you could possibly need in the UK and beyond, it is a 
car that delights in so many ways. 

The question of value operates in reverse when discuss¬ 
ing a luxury car; it’s not so much whether the car is worth the 
money, but how often does the car remind you how much 
it is worth? In the case of the DB9 GT, that is on a regular 
basis. The quality of the materials is superb; flawless stitch¬ 
ing in the beautiful leather, glinting chrome and carpet you 
want to dig bare feet into. The short of it is you will never feel 
short-changed for your £140,000. 

James Bond would buy one if he didn’t get an Aston in his 
company car scheme, but for us mortals at least, the DB9 
should either be in your underground garage or a poster on 
your bedroom wall. It’s become an Aston Martin icon in its 
own lifetime, and while there is a new car on the horizon, it 
has some spectacularly large shoes to fill. There will be faint 
tears when it finally moves on. 

This car summed up in a single word: Bewitching 

If this car was a: sculpture mounted on a plinth in Trafal¬ 
gar Square, it would get more salutes than Nelson.

Liverpool 3 Villa 2 

TIMING is everything and Daniel Stur- 
ridge’s first goals for six months did 
his manager Brendan Rodgers a huge 
favour in the 3-2 win over Aston Villa. 

With the Reds boss under increasing 
pressure, he needed a performance from his 
senior players and he got that from England 
internationals Sturridge and James Milner. 

Stand-in captain Milner could not have picked 
a more opportune moment to score his first Liv¬ 
erpool goal after just 67 seconds before Sturridge 
came to the fore with two typical strikes to see 
his side sneak home despite Rudy Gestede twice 
dragging Villa back into the game. 

There has been much turning of corners in 
Rodgers’ three-year reign at Anfield and, while 
he is by no means out of the woods yet, this re¬ 
sult helped repair confidence fragmented by five 
matches without a win. 

It was the first time since February Liverpool 
had scored three and it was largely down to Stur¬ 
ridge who, in his second appearance after hip sur¬ 
gery, scored his first goals since March. 

Hunger 

Liverpool began with a pace and hunger which 
had been absent since before the end of last sea¬ 
son and while it was not quite the sort of rapid 
start regularly witnessed when a certain Luis Su¬ 
arez was terrorising defences on the way to their 
title near-miss it had a similar effect. 

With barely a minute on the clock, Villa gave 
Milner - who benefited playing much further up 
the field than previously - far too much room on 
the edge of the penalty area and when Philippe 
Coutinho fed the ball into him the England inter¬ 
national quickly switched feet to drill home with 
his weaker left. 

Emre Can and Danny Ings both had half¬ 
chances early as the visitors were threatened 
with being overrun. 

But Villa, probably with the knowledge their 
opponents had not scored two in a match since 
early May, were almost content to sit on their 
deficit and they soon quelled Liverpool’s early 
fire. 

And the home side’s propensity to shoot 
themselves in the foot almost cost them on two 
occasions before half-time as Can’s misdirected 


clearance was sliced wide by Gestede while Ashley 
Westwood’s shot was deflected behind after Simon 
Mignolet tamely tipped away Alan Hutton’s cross. 

Coutinho, Milner and Nathaniel Clyne all had 
chances after the break before Sturridge’s brilliant 
left-footed volley from Milner’s lobbed pass offered 
Liverpool a degree of comfort. 

Or so they thought. Gestede bundled home at the 
far post to restore Anfield’s anxiety levels to what they 


had been this season and although Sturridge’s neat in¬ 
terchange with Coutinho teed up his second Gestede’s 
powerful header set nerves jangling again. 

Sturridge missed two chances to complete his hat- 
trick, but his performance suggested his fortunes and 
those of his manager may be entwined. 

Although it was hardly the most convincing of victo¬ 
ries, Rodgers will take any crumb of comfort to prove 
he remains the man to take the club forward. 


Pulis ranked 
among top 
10 of bosses 
in Premier 

TONY PULIS has been named 
among the top 10 managers to 
have managed in the Premier 
League, according to former top¬ 
flight referee Keith Hackett. 

The 71-year-old former FIFA 
ref, who was an official in the top 
flight for three decades, ranks 
Pulis alongside with some of the 
greatest names in managerial his¬ 
tory. 

Hackett said: “Tony Pulis has 
a style and a strict regime and I 
think he’s been very successful, his 
record shows this. 

“Managing on a very small 
budget, managing through his own 
personality to bring top-class play¬ 
ers in and get the best out of those 
top players, that’s great credit to 
him and his own individual per¬ 
sonality. 

“He’s a manager who has such 
a strong passion for the game and 
this is evident on the touchline.” 

Manchester United legend Sir 
Alex Ferguson topped his list, 
ahead of Brian Clough, Arsene 
Wenger, Bill Shankly and Bob 
Paisley, who rounded off the top 
five. Jose Mourinho was sixth, with 
Dudley-born Sam Allardyce, Neil 
Warnock and Swansea boss Garry 
Monk ahead of Pulis in 10th. 

Hackett added: “Tony Pulis per¬ 
formed brilliantly everywhere he 
has gone. 

“For example, in recent years 
he did a tremendous job at Crys¬ 
tal Palace and now is doing so 
with West Bromwich Albion. He’s 
done exceptionally well in keeping 
both these teams in the Premier 
League.”

AFTER some frustrating games 
at The Hawthorns, the Baggies 
became involved in what was a 
horror, rather than a thriller, as 
they blew a two-goal lead and 
lost to Everton. 

It was a former Albion favourite, 
Romelu Lukaku, who played the star¬ 
ring role as he started and finished the 
Toffees’ dramatic second-half come¬ 
back 

Goals from Saido Berahino and Craig Dawson 
had put the hosts two to the good either side of 
half-time. 

Lukaku gave Everton hope with a header, pro¬ 
vided the pass for Arouna Kone to level and then, 
through what was almost sheer bloody-minded¬ 
ness, bundled home the winner. 

Unsurprisingly, Pulis made nine changes from 
the side which lost 3-0 at Norwich in the Capital 
One Cup last Wednesday. 

Injury 

The hosts lost Jonas Olsson to a suspected 
groin injury just past the midway point of the 
first half. 

England international Ross Barkley was then 
guilty of missing the half s biggest chance, scuff¬ 
ing Gerard Deulofeu’s cross wide from 10 yards, 
a miss all the more more galling for Barkley as it 
was he who had begun the move with a delightful 
turn. 

Yet Albion, struggling to create, were able to 
count on some incredibly sloppy defending to 
break the deadlock four minutes before the break. 

Morrison, who slid a through-ball for Berahino 
to lift over the advancing keeper. 

Albion had a great chance to extend their lead 
in the opening minutes of the second half after 
the lively Morrison ran at the Everton defence. 
His shot was blocked but the loose ball ran to 
James McClean, who sent his shot over the bar 
from the edge of the box. 

Another chance went begging when Baggies 
skipper Darren Fletcher couldn’t direct Jonny 
Evans’ cross on target from four yards out. 

It mattered not, as the ball was poked out for 


the corner from which Dawson met Brunt’s deliv¬ 
ery to put the hosts two up and seemingly set fair 
for a comfortable three points. 

Yet just 60 seconds later Everton were back in 
it as Lukaku rose above Chester to head home 
Deulofeu’s cross. The former Baggies loanee 
failed to get the right connection on another 
header soon after, but the warning signs were 
clear to Albion as the rejuvenated visitors pressed 
forward in search of a leveller.

It proved a pivotal moment as Lukaku, trans¬ 
formed by the goal, slid in Kone to level with a 
shot into the bottom corner from eight yards out 
- the substitute being adjudged to be just onside 
by the assistant referee. 

Six minutes from time, Lukaku had the final 
word as he pounced on more hesitation in the 
Baggies backline to poke home. 


Get over the 
Toffees, says 
Dawson 

CRAIG Dawson has called on Albion to 
quickly move on from their Everton hor¬ 
ror show as they turn attentions toward 
Saturday’s trip to Crystal Palace. 

The Baggies blew a two-goal lead to 
lose 3-2 at home to the Toffees on Mon¬ 
day night and now face a Palace side 
sitting seventh in the Premier League. 

Yet Tony Pulis’ men are unbeaten on 
the road in the league this term and yet 
to concede a goal away from the Haw¬ 
thorns. 

Dawson, who admits they must learn 
from the mistakes made against Ever¬ 
ton, nevertheless believes the lunchtime 
date at Selhurst Park provides the ideal 
chance for a quick response. 

“It was massively disappointing to 
lose the game (on Monday),” he said. 

“As a team we pride ourselves on clean 
sheets and defending well. To be two 
goals up and lose the game 3-2 is really 
disappointing. 

“We can’t dwell on the result we have 
a tough game coming up on Saturday at 
Crystal Palace. We have to learn from 
our mistakes and get ready for the week¬ 
end.” 

Albion will assess the fitness of Gareth 
McAuley after the defender missed the 
Everton defeat with a calf strain. 

The 35-year-old was this week named 
in Northern Ireland’s squad for their 
upcoming Euro 2016 games with Greece 
and Finland. 

Boss Pulis has meanwhile been linked 
with a January move for Blues winger 
Demarai Gray. 

The 19-year-old, who turned down a 
move to Leicester in August, is among 
a number of wide players understood to 
have been scouted by Albion. Should the 
club firm up their interest, Gray is likely 
to cost in the region of £3.5million.
